A small lighted balloon st the mercy of ch 


winds aloft might orfer a possivle explanation. 
(fhe stated position of the zoon at the time has been 


oheokad and found to be correct.) 
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At aprroximately 2120 Central time, a light, with à brilliance sligntly 
zroater thon a star appeared from the West traveling in an easterly 

direction at a high rate of speed. It first appeared slightly above the horix 
of a clear moomlight night. There was no eudible sound. It appeared to 

be at great height altho it was impossible to determine the altitude, 

It traveled a zig-zag course with frequent bursts of speed similar to a 

water bu£ soft spurts and stops scross the surface of water. Directly overhesd 
it changed course 90° into the South, Arter 5 mimtes it turned southwest 

end was lost in the brilliancy of the moon, At 2145 Central it was not 

longer possible to observe it. 


A coll was placed to Maxwell Fld operations concerning the phenomena and 
inquiry was made if any experimental sircraft were scheduled for a flight 
in the vicinity but the reply wes negative. Wo plamsible exolanation was 
offered for the umeual -ction of tnis source of light waich acted contrary 
io any common aerodynamical laws. Two of the above noted observers were 
rated pilots and the other two, air intelligence officers.

Research projeots in which balloons ere used ar! which ere 
conducted or sponsored by the Army, Xavy or United Stetes Air Force ere 
checked by the Intelligence Department of thie Command. There checks 
areususlly made direct from the Project "SYGN" Offioe, MCIAXO-2. These 
checker are distinct from the check of tynoptic balloon fliphte rede by 
wecther servico stetions of the Air Force, the Navy end the Departasnt 
cf Commerce. (U. S..Weather Bureau) requested of Air Weather Service.
